It’s the only difficult thing about 
the ‘Phillips Academy adult educa- 
tion courses: picking out which 
ones you most want to take. But 
take one or two or possibly three 
you probably will, for pretty nearly 
everybody does these days—or 
these winter nights. Just a dream 
eight years ago in the mind of Alan 
Blackmer of the academy faculty, 
the courses today are an accepted, 
indispensable part of Andover life, 
and of the life of the neighboring 
communities, too. Come what may, 
freezing weather, snowing weather, 
the trek to Andover Hill goes on 
without fail. 

Back in 1935 Al Blackmer de- 

cided to put his plan into opera- 
tion and with the help of Gray 
Baldwin and other colleagues he 
launched forth on the project. 
When the first season ended, he 
could well have felt proud, for 252 
persons had taken advantage of the 
courses, In 1939 the number of per- 
sons had better than doubled, and 
this past winter the figure was 
three times what it was the first 
year! Not by extra plugging has 
this great change been made; 
rather it has gone along on its own 
momentum, for there have been 
many Mrs, Such-and-suches who 
have told many Mrs. So-and-soes 
about how really valuable the 
courses are, what a g00d time you 
have, and how very nice that Pro- 
fessor Smith is, 

In half a dozen years 1652 per- 
sons have taken courses on the 
Hill. Of these, 26 have itaken cour- 
ses for all six years. Of the 728 in 
1940 298 had formerly taken 
courses, 

Those are the figures the Acad- 
emy likes to talk about. Somehow— 
we'd say it’s modesty, only we 
know very well that they’ve had 
sO much fun doing it that they’ve

The academy likes to 
talk about the adult students’ good 
attendance record; they could talk 
just as enthusiastically about the 
teachers’ splendid attendance rec- 
ord. Even more enthusiastically, as 
a matter of fact, because the teach- 
ers give—they don’t get. Some of 
them teaching the courses. this 
year taught the first year, some 
have taught all the years, And 
what do they get for salary? Noth- 
ing but the pleasure of doing it. 
There’s no money available for 
salaries anyway. The students pay 
little—what the teachers want them 
to pay most of all isattention. There 
is a general registration fee of two 
dollars per person, plus one dollar 
for each course selected, and if 
you’re one of a family taking the 
courses, the family pays three dol- 
lars and one dollar per course, Fur- 
thermore if you register before De- 
cember 9, on dollar may be de- 
ducted from the total fee. So you 
can see there’s not much money left. 
for establishing professorships out 
of that.

adjustments of needy students to 
life and school situations. That was 
last year. Other years the money 
has gone to the Andover Red Cross, 
the Andover Junior High, the Guild, 
the Andover Nursing Committee, 
the Stevens Memorial Library, the 
Lawrence Public Library, the Law- 
rence public schools, the Andover 
patrol boys, the Lawrence Boys’ 
club and the Andover Boy Scouts. 
In all a total of $2571.84 has been 
given by the Study Groups for edu- 
cational and social work. It’s an 
endless chain: they take the money 
you pay to help educate yourself 
and use it to allow somebody else 
to help educate himself. 

This year the courses seem more 
interesting and certainly cover a 
wider variety than ever before. 
They range all the way from Jack 
Barss’s afore-mentioned household 
chats to a course on Great Books 
which starts out with a talk by Paul 
MacKendrick on Thucydides’ His- 
tory of the Peloponnesian War.” 
Wilbur J. Bender is giving a course 
on “Program for Democracy” which 
is probably one of the best, and 
certainly the most pressingly jin- 
teresting, of any of the courses. To 
discuss “The Living Constitution”’— 
that’s politically and not medically 
speaking—the academy brought in 
Henry W. Bragdon from Brooks 
school who will run over the his- 
tory of the Constitution to lay a 
foundation for a study of the Cons- 
titution in relation to today’s needs. 

Dirk van der Stucken usually

It was a solemn procession that 
left the town hall Monday morn- 
ing and wended its way down Bs- 
sex street to the Railroad station.

There were some 
grins, particularly from the two 
draftees, but there were some other 
pretty sober expressions, too. Par- 
ents were there—sisters were 
there—friends were there. Some 
of them grinned, too—but it was 
the grin that you knew was sum- 
moned to the surface with the de- 
termination that said: “I can at 
least do my part by smiling.” 

Then the train pulled in. Fare- 
wells had been said, and with a 
last brief—very brief, handshake 
with those who mattered most, 
Chuck Armitage and Eddie Mc- 
Cabe clambered. up the steps, 
waving good-by to the large 
crowd that had assembled, while 
hats were doffed as the Junior Le- 
giionnaires—who we hope may 
never have to clamber up steps 
under similar conditions—played 
“America.” The “Sweet Land of 
Liberty” had found it necessary to 
ask these boys to give up their 
liberty for one year—because our 
liberty seems to be threatened.

There’l] 
be no ceremony. ‘Sam Rockwell 
will be on hand to give them their 
credentials, and chances are their 
relatives will be there to say 
“Good-by.” But there’ll be no Dar- 
ade, no band—and Possibly Gene 
and Jim will be accepted. 

But ithe parade was not for 
Charlie and Eddie—they were not 
two distinct personalities to the 
men and youngsters who marched. 
They were representatives of our 
boys, of all the 89 boys from ‘this 
district who will answer ‘the call 
during this coming year. They 
went first, because they volun- 
teered first.

95th Anniversary 


Tomorrow ‘the Margaret Silat- 
tery class will observe its twenty- 
fifth birthday. It began, way back 
im 1915, as a Sunday school class 
under the direction of Miss Jean 
Dundas who gecured the leadership 
of Miss Jennie Hinchcliffe for the 
new group. The first meeting was 
held November 15, 1915, when the 
class was named after Margaret 
Slattery, personal friend of Miss 
Hinchcliffe and well-known author 
and lecturer. 

The religious foundation of the 
class has persisted and strength- 
ened through the quarter century 
under the adopted motto “Trust in 
God.” During the busy years of the 
World War, contributions of sew- 
ing and knitting from ithe class 
were many and one of the major 
accomplishments was an auto- 
graphed quilt which ‘brought forth 
considerable funds for Red ‘Cross 
work. In 1918 member's contributed 
for the purchase of a Liberty pond. 
All that summer, Miss Hinchcliffe 
held devotional meetings at her 
home on Sunday afternoons, but in 
the fall meetings had to ibe camn- 
celed because of a spreading in- 
fluenza epidemic. 

The year 1919 had its compensa- 
tions when the gay Welcome Home 
parade celebrated the return of lo- 
cal soldiers. Class members enthu- 
siastically joined in this too and 
decorated a colorful float filled with 
Salvation Army lasses and Red 
Cross nurses. 

Ten years. later, Miss Hinchcliffe 
relinquished teaching and was suc- 
ceeded for a short time by Mrs. EH. 
Taber McFarlin and then by Mrs. 
Dana Clark, present class teacher. 

All members, present and past, 
are invited to attend the birthday 
observance at the Free church 
Friday evening beginning with a 
banquet at 6:30. Present classi of- 
ficers and past presidents will be 
in the receiving line, with Miss 
Grace Lake, present president, rep- 
resenting four. Jlected the third 
president of the class when elec- 
tions were held every six months, 
Miss ‘Lake was also the eleventh, 
sixteenth and twenty-ninth presi- 
dent. 

An enthusiastic committee has 
planned a very fine entertainment 
and general dancing will follow. 
On Sunday the class will be special 
guests at the morning service.

You Aliens Better Hurry 


' There are about 100 Andover aliens who had 
better do something quickly about conforming 
with the registration law or else face the possi- 
bility of paying a thousand dollar fine or spend 
ing six months in jail, or both. The four-month 
period provided by Congress for the registration 
of aliens is now nearing its close, and those who 
have not registered by the end of that period will 


be treated by the Department of Justice as com- 
mon criminals, 


Through yesterday 525 had registered in An- 
dover, but it is estimated that there are over 600 
aliens in town. The local post office has to handle 
this registration, and certainly with the Christmas 
rush ahead all aliens who have not registered 
should do so immediately, 


The Department of Justice blames the non- 
registration of the 800,000 or so non-citizens on 
(1) ignorance of the law; (2) negligence; (3) 
reluctance or unwillingness to comply with the law. 
Without attempting to excuse the delinquent 
aliens in any respect, we can’t help but feel that 
Congress did not exercise its best judgment when 
it made the arrangements as it did. On October 
16th, practically every man in the United States 
between the ages of 21 and 35 no matter where in 
the country they were, went to a designated place 
and registered. One day was given for that process 
of registering far more men than there are aliens 
in these United States, and yet Congress decided 
that it should take four months to register three 
and a half million aliens. Volunteers all over the 
nation aided in the draft registration; the Immi- 
gration service hired people to come in and work 
on the alien registration. Of course the registra- 
tion process is lengthier for aliens, since finger- 
printing, etc., has to be done, but certainly there 
would seem to be no need of taking four months 
for the task. They could have assigned one day for 
an initial registration, just as they did in the draft. 
Then appointments could have been made for defi- 
nite times with each alien, and the whole thing

Even the back- 
ground stretches interminately. It is) a relaxa- 
tion just to look at it. 

Mary Mills Hatch, new curator at the gal- 
lery, plans to establish the A‘bbot gallery more 
completely in the circle of Andover art life. 
This exhibit of “New England Painters’ is the 
incipient expression of that policy and should 
‘be of special interest to local visitors. Together 
with a group of well-known New England 
painters, sponsored by the Grace Horn gallery, 
eight Andover painters are showing one or two 
examples of their oil paintings. Most of these 
artists have already held one man shows’ in 
Boston and New York and even: in Paris and 
‘London, but this is the first time they have ex- 
hibited as a group. In recent vears ithe town has 
attracted more and more artists and the John 
Esther show will prove how favorable is An- 
dover’s atmosphere to the cultivation of their 
marked italent, 

Miss Hatch came to the local gallery this 
fall and has been making steady progress since 
her arrival. She is pictured above viewing Mol- 


lie Darling’s portrait with Harry Suttom whose 
studio is also in Andover. 

Of the artists showing, who have already 
made a name for themselves locally, are How: 
ard Coon, Harry Sutton and Frances: Dalton. 
Harry Sutiton’s portrait of “Benjamin Cole, 
Jr.” is a good example of his ibrilliant style of 
painting, while Miss Dalton’s beautifully fin- 
ished portraits of children, softened by such 
poetic understanding, are illustrated by the 
above “Mollie Darling’ and by “Christine May- 
nard.” 

Howard Coon, whose work decorates Memo- 
rial Hall library, is showimg a scene of the 
New England coast; Clare Hayes, an Andover 
landscape. 

Two lively still life paintings are shown by 
Alica Atkinson and Patrick Morgan. Morgan, 
the new assistant at Addison gallery, is show- 
ing a gaily colored abstract composition, while 
Alica Atkinson bends freshly painted flowers 
into a delightfully formal arrangement. 

Maud Morgan’s portrait of a contemplative 
elderly woman: is a beautiful study in tone con- 
trasts, while Mary Mills Hatch’s portrait of a 
young man: is an able presentation of character 
augmented by strong design. 

Portraiture seems to be the most notable 
achievement of the Andover group, but with the 
still life and landscapes by out-of-town artists, 
there are no weak spots im the show.

could have been cleaned up in one month. 
As it is, the long period allowed for registra- 
tion has tended to give aliens the thought 
common to all of us: that of leaving things 
until the very last moment. 


Nothing to Worry About 


If state law allowed an unlimited number 
of licenses and if it made it mandatory upon 
the selectmen to give licenses to all who ap- 
plied, you’d soon be able to stop in every 
other store in Andover for a drink. 

But state law doesn’t. There is a quota, 
one restaurant license for every 1,000 people 
or fraction thereof in the town. This year 
Andover’s population has risen into the next 
bracket, and the quota is up one. 

But again if there were no quota: Lincoln 
Pierce Vaughan, doing business as the Essex 
cafe, would have a license at 15 Essex street, 
across from Greeley’s market: Howard 
Johnson’s down on South Main street would 
be able to serve liquor; Jimmy Heifetz, who 
lost his license two years ago when the first 
question on the ballot met defeat, would be 
selling all liquors or just wine and malt bev- 


erages in the old W. H. Welch plumbing 
shop in Post Office avenue ; and what a fuss 
there’d be to decide whether Walter J. Mor- 
rissey should open up “The Retreat’ or 
“Walt’s” and Doug Hutcheson and Clarence 
White should open up “The Blue and White 
Cafe,” both at 6 Park street, formerly a 
printing plant and pre-formerly a market. 

As it is, however, on December 2 the se- 
lectmen are holding hearings to determine 
who shall get licenses. Into the hopper this 
year went most of the present restaurant 
light liquor license holders, sacrificing their 
status quo preference by applying for a full 
license. The selectmen have to pick out 
twelve of them. 

Some of our local citizens are going to get 
all excited, fearful that the town will be 
flooded with drinking establishments. But 
somehow, we don’t feel that theres any 
cause to worry. We know the selectinen of 
the Town of Andover; we know that their 
interest in the town and its well-being and 
its reputation is just as keen, keener per 
haps than that of the average citizen, The 
decision couldn t be placed in better hands.

After her debut at the Stockholm Royal 
Opera, the talented contralto continued to 
sing stellar roles, and after four years of 
operatic and concert singing in Sweden, she 
went to the Prague Opera and later to the 
Berlin Staatsoper and Stadtische Opera. 
Following a season at the Teatro C olon in 
Buenos Aires, she was invited to join the 
Vienna Opera company where she sang for 
four seasons, 

In the spring of 1936 Madame Thorborg 
mace her first appearance at Covent Garden 
in London, creating such a sensation that 
the Metropolitan immediately invited her to 
join its forces that winter. Her first appear- 
ance in New York was in the role of Fricka 
in “Die Walkuere” on the opening night of 
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the Metropolitan, December 21, 1936. She 
has since become one of the most valued 
members of the company, appearing in such 
widely varied roles as Klytemnestra in 
“Elektra,” Orfeo in “Orfeo ed Euridice,” 
Fricka in “Di Walkuere,” Venus in “Tann- 
haeuser,” Marina in “Boris Godounow.”
